Synopsis of Canadian North-West. 
HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS 


ANY even numbered section of Dominion 
Lends in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, excepting 8 and 26, not reserved, 
may be homesteaded by any person who is 
the sole head of a family, or any male over 
18 years of age, to the extent of one-quarter 
section of 160 acres, more or less. 

Application for entry must be made in 
person by the applicant at a Dominion Land 

or Bub-agency for the district in 
wi the land is situate. Entry by prory 
may, however, be made at an Agency on 
certain conditions by the father, mother, son, 
daughter. brotber or sister of an intending 
homesteader 

The homesteader is required to perform 
the homestead duties under one of the 
following plans: 

(1) At least six months’ residence upon 
and cultivaton of the land in each year for 
three years. 

(2) A homesteader may, if he so desires, 
perform the required residence duties by liv- 
ing on farming land owned solely by him, 
not less than eighty (80) acres in extent, in 
the vicinity of his homestead. Joint owner- 
ship in land will not meet the requirement 

(8) If the father (or mother, if the father 
is deceased) of a homesteader has permanent 
residence on farming land owned swlely by 
him, not less than eighty (80) acres in extent‘ 
in the vicinity of the homestead, or upou a 
homestead entered for by him in the vicinity, 
such homesteader may perforin bis own res 
dence duties by living with the father (or 
mother) 

(4) The term ‘‘vicinity” in the two preced 
sng paragraphs is defined as meaning not 
more than vine miles in a direct line, exclu- 
sive of the width of road allowances crossed 
in the measurement. 

(5)3A homesteader intending to perform 
his residence @uftes in accordance with the 
above while living with parents or on farm 
jung land owned by himself must notify the 
Agent for the district of such imtention

Dominion government 
the establishment of a 


chilled meat industry in Western 
Canada by guaranteeing ite bonds 
to the extent of $1,750,000, brings 
this question np for public con- 
sidefation. A great deal is expeo- 
ted in the way of reform to the 
live stock industry of the West 
from a chilled meat trade. In 
some quarters it is confidently ex- 
pected to prove a panacea for all 
the ills of that industry. 

Undoubtedly such an enterprise 
would do much to improve condi- 
tions. The element of competi- 
tion in buying would be more 
largely introduced than at present. 
A reduction in transportation 
charges would be effected and this 
would ultimately find its way into 
the  producer’s pockets. By 
slaughtering on this side of the 
water the allied industries which 
utilize the by-products of the 
abattoirs would be established 
here instead of in “Great Britain. 
The loss and waste incidental to 
transportation of live stock many 
thousands of milas would be elimi- 
nated, and that much clear gain 
would be effected. The loss in 
the quality of the meat also due 
to the long journey would be saved 
and the product would be offered 
to the consumer in a oondition 
more nearly approaching that in 
which it left the produoer. The 
principle of slaughtering near the 
point of production and shipping 
the product in a chilled state is 
scientific and in harmony with the 
principles of modern business. 

There are, however, not lacking 
men of integrity, familiar with 
conditions on both sides of the 
Atlantic, who assert that there are 
weaknesses and adverse tenden- 
cies in the system which will need 
to be remedied and guarded against 
and that while two methods of ex- 
porting our beef will improve con- 
ditions there is smal! likelihood of 
the newer method entirely sup- 
planting the old as many confi- 
dently expect. 

It is worthy of note that quota- 
tions at London, Eng., for second 
quality port-killed Canadian and 
American cattle, and those for first 
quality Argentine chilled hind 
quarters when averaged for a 
period of months reveal the fact 
that the port-killed meat sells for 
nearly one cent per pound more 
than the chilled. It would be 
disappointing to effect a reduction 
in transportation charges only to 
be met with a corresponding re- 
duction in prices in Liverpool for 
the chilled product. It is also 
pointed out that though slaught- 
ering on this side would save to 
Canada the allied industries, the 
products of those industries are 
worth more in Great Britain tban 
they are iu Canada. If the hide, 
blood, bones. horns, hoofs @ad offal 
are worth more in Liverpool than 
in Medicine Hat, little more sav- 
ing might be effected by shipping 
them over separately than by al. 
lowing the steer to take them over 
with bim.

STARTING NATURAL 


Valuable Presentation Made to 
Provincial Department of 
Agriculture. 


All students of natural history, 
not only in Edmonton, but in the 
province of Alberta, will be glad 
to know that the Department of 
Agriculture have been given an 
opportunity this week of forming 
the nucleus of what is hoped will 
become a large natural bistory mu- 
seum. 

Several years ago Percy B.{ireg- 


son, an Englishman living at 
Blackfalds, Alberta, began the 
North-West Entomological So- 


ciety and proceeded to form a col- 
lection of insects peouliar to this 
province, with the idea of stirring 
up interest among farmers in the 
kinds of insects which are native 
to this country. In 1903, on the 
occasion of the fourth meeting of 


Society, and when the provinces 
were formed in 1905 the Alberta 
branch of the society took the 
name of the Alberta Natural His- 
tory Society. 

During these years, Mr. Greg- 
son has made a large collection of 
insects and curios. He has de- 
cided to return to England, where 
he has been called owing to the 
illness of his mother, and having 
no one to look after his collection 
he proposed that the Department 
of Agrioulture receive it as a dona- 
tion to form the nucleus of a pub- 
lic museum. 

Hon. W. T. Finlay, minister of 
agriculture, accepted the gift aud 
will have it temporarily stored un-

Lacombe; June '15.—Although 
the Lacombe district is fairly welt 
supplied with railway facilities to 
thé east, through the Laconibe- 
‘Moose Jaw branch, there:is still a 
vast extent of rich agricultural 
country to the west, extending for 
over 100 miles to the foothills, 
which as yet is without a railway. 
To partially a¢eommodate the set- 
tlers who have gone into this sec- 
tion in adyance of the railway, 
and who are already raising a large 
quantity of grain, an electric rail- 
way is projected from Lacombe 
weet to Gull Lake, Bentley and 
farther west, A charter has been 
secured from the provincial gov- 
ernment, and the promoters hope 
to have matters in shape for work 
tobe commenced on construction 
in the not distant future. The 
citizens of Lacombe are also in 
hopes that when the C.P.R. ex- 
tends ite line westward to the Yel- 
low Head pass, that their town 
will be made a divisional point, 
and an important railway centre. 
The character of the business 
blocks, some of ‘which would do 
credit to any city in the province, 
the magnitude of the stocks of 
merchandise carried in every line, 
and the busy appearance of the 
streets, marks Lacombe as one of 
the soundest business points in 
Alberta. The town has never had 
any boom growth, with the conse- 
quent reaction, but ever since 
1898. at which time there were op- 
ly about half a dozen buildings, 
its growth year by year has been 
very marked, and its business re- 
lations with the surrounding dis- 
trict and the smaller towns in the 
vicinity have become so firmly es- 
tablishé@-as to ensure a continu-

The development of the splen- 
did water power.on the Blindman 
river, near its junction with .the 
Red Deer river, supplies the town 
with a# fine electric light and power 
system, which is capable of de- 
velopment to an immense extent. 
The government telephone system 
has the ueval long distance con- 
nections throughout the province, 
and the large local exchange con- 
nects with a rapidly extending 
system of rural! lines. 

Perhaps as illustrating the in- 
crease ip wealth and progress of 
the town and district of Lacombe, 
the history of its agricultural so- 
ciety affords the best example 
In the year 1894 the society held 
its first exhibition on the grounds 
which had been purchased for $10 
per acre, and which were then 
considered to be rather far opt of 
town.

Gull Lake oan be ‘reached in a 
little over an hour’s drive over a 
good road and through a beauti- 
ful park-like country, the drive 
itself” being highly enjoyable. 
The lake is about eighteen miles 
long, its width varying from two 
to five miles and its shores oom- 
prising wiles of sandy beach, 
beautifully shaded with poplar 
and sprace groves which afford an 
almost endless variety of shady 
nooks for the camper to build his 
cottage or pitch his tent. Already 
there are over sixty cottages for 
the accommedation of those who 
wish to spend an extended vaca- 
tion, besides a commodious hotel 
for the accommodation of tourists. 
The summer population of Gull 
Lake at times during the summer 
amounts to as high as five hun- 
dred people, besides the thousands 
who drive out to spend the day or 
week end at this pleasant retreat 
from business and other cares. A 
great number of row boats, sail 
boats, several gasoline launches 
and a small steamer are at the dis- 
posal of the visitors at a reason- 
able hire and add greatly to the 
enjoyment of the campers.
